Tbe Tuscarora plant o> ihe Meek & 
Beach company suffered a loss by tire 
Friday night. 
At 10:30 while Night Watchman 
Cochran was making bis rounds he 
discovered smoke issuing from a pile 
of Japanese paper napkins in the com- 
posing room on tbe second tl<xir. 
lie 


hurriedlv gave the alarm and then 
turned o'n tbe water with the bose in 
the building. 
The fire had gained consideiable 
headway and tbe room was tilled with 
smoke when the city fire department 
arrived. The bnse company so»n had 
streams of water playing on tue build- 
ing and in a few minutes the fire was 
out. The entire department respond- 
ed and worked vaiianUy. 
Tbe damage is about $3.000 on stock 
and perhaps 9100 on the building.fuily 
covered by insurance.' The type and 
machinery was damaged slightly by 
water. 
Fortunately no wattr was 


thrown oo the wood type which was 
only a few feet from the origin of the 
fire.It is supposed tbe fire was caused by 
spontaneous combustion, is the ink 
and drypr used in printing the nap- 
kins is of ahigblv inflammable nature. 
Extra precaution was used In hand- 
ling this job. and it was by this watch 
fulness a disastrous tire was averted. 
Tbe Meek & Beach pla.it is consid- 
ered oce of tbe model printing plants 
of the United States and special care 
is taken to keep tbe building clean, 
and all waste paper 
and rags are 
gathered up every evening-and burned 
in tbe fur nice. 
There are about 250 people employed 


in trie Tuscarora plant, probably 40 
working in the composing and press 
room where the fire occurred. These 
will be at work Monday, and there 
will be no delay in tcetting out orders. 
The thifd fl->or is filled with leather 
goods used for novelties and the first 
floor has the larger presses. 
These 


two floors were slightly damaged by 
water. 
President Meek is in Usew York.and 
has been notified of the fire. Superin- 
tendent Tempje is in charge and he 
expects to have the plant running as 
usual Monday. 
Tbe only accident that occurred 
was to Treasurer 5?elby who bruised 
his right leg slightly by kicking 
through a window. 
This plant was very badly damaged 


by fire seven years ago last August.

Hiss Big- 
gar was his constant attendant and 
nurse, and he insisted on having her 
near him all the time.

The Father of William Hooper Young 


Holds His Son. 


Paris, Sept- 27. — John W. Young, 


father of William Hooper Young, who 
Is charged with the murder in New 
York of Anna Neflsen Pulitzer, said: 
"I am now conrinced, from wuat has 
been published and from my own 
cable advices, that my son is inno- 
tent, and I shall do the utmost in my 
power to help him. He is wayward, 
but he never had a criminal tendency. 
The boy is not insane, but bis mental 
strength had been undermined by 
vicious habits Into which he fell while 
young. The dispatches say that a suit 
of cay son's clothes was found in the 
trunk with the murdered woman's 
clothing; this itself is in his faror. 
for the perpetrator of a crime would 
never convict himself In such an ob- 
vious way. This was done by the real 
murderer, who is using my son as a 
screen. I wish to say that my son is 
not a member of the Mormon church 
nor has he been connected with it for 
many years. We have been estranged 
for 15 years."
